He then encoun 
tired a 8(» tie:- of hardships that, if 
published in detail would i*-;*d like a 
romance. 
Hi.-- lit -t difficulty was In obtaining 
employ ment. After meeting with 
.*v 
era! rebuffs, he wa 
given work by a 
Sacramento contractor. Became 
oi 
the fact that be was not a union man 
he was told he could no longer work 
ioi the contractor, but this difficulty 
was overcome when lie joined the un­ 
ion. 
All paroled prisoners 
are required 
to make monthly report» to tin- 
hcritf 
of the county in which they are em ­ 
ployed, and Thompson made hi» re 
ports regularly to the sheriff of this
